•vary throe workers beg for a chance to work and bog In vain. 

And this burden that Labor bears Is tbe strangest thing In all this 
world. 

That strong, brawny men. capable of producing more wealth than 
they themselves receive should be denied the opportunity to produce that 
wealth!

Privately owned industry and production for ladtrldaal profit are ae 
longer compatible with social progress and hare csassd to work out to 
humane aad civilised ends. 

With all Its marvoloas progress through invention and discovery aad 
all its monumental achievements la tho arts and sciences, this poor world 
of ours has not yet learned how to food itself. That la tho problem of 
problems bow confronting us mora and more Insistently aad aatii that la 
solved tho world Is halted aad It will either resume Its march toward 
Industrial aad social democracy or ho shaken to tta foundations aad into 
possible chaos by violent teploaloB. 

There la no longer tho shadow of aa excuse for a hungry human be- 
ing. All tko laws, all the saatorlals aad all tao forces are at hand aad 
easily available for tho production of all things needed to provide food, 
raiment aad shelter for every man, woman aad child, than putting aa oad 
to tho poverty aad misery, widespread aad appalllag. which now shock 
and sicken humanity aad Impeach oar vaunted ctvfllsartoa.

ABOLISHING THE WOMAH'S 
COXJIITTEE. 

I bar* been asked to express my- 
self upon the abolition of the Wo- 
man's Committee. I do not agree 
with either ths women who favor 
the committee or with those who 
feel the women's movement can be 
dismissed with ths miserable pit- 
tance for which the revised consti- 
tution provide*. Neither side has 
touched th* heart of a very vital 
problem. 

There Is no more significant 
phenomena In or.r social life than 
the unrest ci woman. Always »he 
has 'own the conservative. Devas- 
tating storms hav* swept society. 
Periods of stress and struggle have 
stirred men to the soul. Revolution- 
ary changes have been made In the 
world's relationships. But so long 
as she could work out her love In 
her home woman has borne the bur- 
dens placed upon her uncomplain- 
ingly. To-day shs Is at war with 
society. From thousands of women 
there comes a cry against a social 
system that has disturbed the home. 
Far-reaching Is the discontent, and 
more significant than ths protest of 
the working class. The strongest 
Indictment that can be drawn against 
the existing order Is that woman 
has ventured from the silence of her 
home aad Is making demands upon 
society. To-day her protest Is 
shaking the social structure to Its 
deepest foundation.

The farmers aad wsgo earners 
who are the greatest real producers 
of wealth of thla country, ahould no 
longer pay tribute to tho trusts, 
combinations and associations of 
Middlemen, organised to take from 
them the Uon's shore of tht wealth 
created by the consumers' trade. 

The so-called "Captains of Indust- 
ry" who Juggle with millions and 
monopolise many of the natural snd 
created resources of tho country, 
are strong and powerful only because 
they "Co-operate and work to- 
gether," — pooling their Interests 
against great classes of people who 
are unorganised, or at the beat, 
only partially organised. 

The farmer haa no voice In fixing 
the price he shall receive for the 
products of his labor In the fields 
or pastures nor haa he a voice In 
fixing the price of articles he must 
buy from others. 

The wage earner haa something to 
sav about the price he receives for 
his labor because he Is a member of 
a I n Ion which consists of other 
men. like himself, who have organ- 
Ited and deal collectively In selling 
their product— labor. The wage 
earner, however, Is not protected on 
his out-go nor has he anything to 
say In fixing the price on what he 
buys, because he has not yet organ- 
ised his buying power but acstterg 
It by trading at various houses. 

Understand this: Your success 
depends upon Income snd out-go. 
You must control both. It you con- 
trol but one, others ore enriching 
themselves st your expense, which 
keeps you poor. You are at the 
mercy of the "middlemen" because 
of your unorganised Individual bar
